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and none other. Pzincipally we ought toknowthis ſcience when we will 
receiue the body of Jeſu Chꝛiſt.Foꝛ who that receiueth his grace and good» 
nes,recetueth his ſaluation, and who that recetueth him otherwiſe, recet- 
ueth euerlaſting damnation, of the which thing euerie man is iudge in 
himſelte of his owne conſcience,and none other. The coniectures wherby 
we may know itthat wee be in the grace of God oz not. The firſt contec- 
ture is when we do trauaile foz to clenſe out conſcience of our ſoules by pe⸗ 
nance, as much as if we laboured to get ſome great good, that wee be not 
culpable of any deadly ſinne done, oꝛ in will to do, noꝛ in any ſentence then 
it is good contecturing to be in the grace of God. Che ſecond coniecture 
that ſheweth in likewiſe to bee in the grace ol God, is when wee be moꝛe 
pꝛompt and ready to good, obſeruing and keeping the commandements of 
God, and doo all good wozkes that we ſhould haue accuſtomed. T he third 
coniecture is when wee heare gladly the woꝛd of God, as Sermons and 
counſatlers fozour ſaluation. The fourth when we be ſoꝛie and con · 
at our heart to haue commiſed and done anyſinne. The fiftts, when 
with good —— and will ot our ſelues, we perſeuer to keepe vs from ſin 
in time to . Theſe coniectures be they, whereby Shepheards and lay 
people know it they be in his grace oꝛ not, as much as in them is poſſible 
to know. Che lirt thing that euerie man ought to know is God, loꝛ al men 
ought toknow God, ſoꝛ to accompliſh his will and commandement, by the 
which he would be loued with all thy heart, with all thy ſoule, and with al 
the loꝛce that we haue, which we map not do if wee knowe him not, then 
who that would loue God, ought to knowe him, and the moꝛe that they 
eabepyeards and ſimple people doo knowe him. Shepheards andſim 
8 e people doo knowe him. ards a 
2 people toꝛ to haue knowledge of god of their poſſibility conſidering thꝛee 
ings. Tye firſt is, that they conſider the right great riches of God, his 
fance, his ſoueraigne dignity, his ſoueraigne nobleneſſe, his ſoue⸗ 
raigne fop and bliſſe. The ſeconde is, for they conſider the right noble, 
right great and maruatlous operations and wozkes of our Loꝛde God. 
And the third conſideration is, fo: they conſider the innumerable benefits 
that they haue recetued ot god, and that continually euery day they re- 
teiue ot him, and by theſe conſiderations they come to his cogniſance and 
knowledge. Firſt toknow god, Shepheards and lap people conſidereth his 
great riches,plentious aboundance of the goodneſſe that he hath, foz all the 
treaſures a riches of heauen and ofthe garth be his, and all goodneſſe hee 
bath made, ofthe which he is fountaine, creatoꝛ, and maiſter, aud diſtribu⸗ 
teth them largely vnto euerie creature, and he hath no need of any other. 
wherko:e it bẽhoueth to ſay that he is right rich. Secondly he is right pu⸗ 
iſſant, fo: byhis great puiſſance he hath made neauen, earth, and the ſea, 
with al things containing dnto them, and might undo them il that it were 
his wil, vnto the which puiſlance al other be * and trembleth — 
: 2 m, 
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him foz his great extellencie. And who that would conſiderenerie wozke 
of God,ſhould finde inough to maruaile on. By the firſt of theſe conlidera- 
tions Sod is knowne to be right rich, by giftes that hee giueth to his 
friends:and by the ſecond he is knowne right puilſant, ſoꝛ to venge bim on 
his enemies. Thirdly he is ſoueraigneip woꝛthy, foz all the things of hea · 
uen and earth oweth him honour and reuerence, as to their Creatour and 


bim that made them, as wee ſee childzen honour father and mother, of 


ſayde, 
wee then the wozke of 
God, and knowledge we that his beautie and bounty ſbineth in the operati⸗ 
ons that he hath made, which if they be fatre and good, the woꝛkman that 
bath made them muſt needes be faire and good without compariſon, moze 
then any thing that he hath made. Be it conlideredof the heauens, and the 
things therein ſet, what noble and maruailous wozke,how may one conll- 
der their excellente and bounty. Be it conlidered alſo as we may ol the earth 
the right noble and maruailous wozks of God, the gold, tbe ſiluer, and all 
manner of mettals, and pꝛecious ſtones in it, the fruites that it beareth,the 
trees, the beaſts that it ſuſtaineth, a ol the bounty that it nouriſbety. Beit 
in likewiſe conſidered of the ſea, the riuerg, and the fiſh nouriſhed in them. 
The wether, the elements, the ayze, the windes, and the birds that flye 
in them, and all the vſage and ſeruice ol men. And conſider the woꝛkeman 
that ot his puiſſance hath all made, and by his ſapience hath right well oꝛ⸗ 
dered his works, and gouerneth them by his great bounty, and vy thts ma- 
ner know God, as ards and ſimple folkes in conſidering 
His wozkes.Thirdly foz to know God, conſider the great venrũts that wee 
receiue daily of him, which may not bee numbered foz their great multi 
tude, noꝛ ſpoden ol foz thetr noblenefle anddignitte, Albeit in their harts be 
vi.pzncipally noted. Foz the which another Shepheard giuing pꝛayſing 
to God, ſayd in this manner. Lozd God J know that thou halt indued me 


with thy infinite benefits by thy great bountie, Firſt the benefit of (hycres- 
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ation, by the which thou madeſt mee a reaſonable man vnto thy image and 
ſimunitude, gruing mee bodpe and ſoule, and rayment to clothe me. Loꝛde 
thou haft giuen me my wits of nature, vnderſtanding foꝛ to gouerne my 
life, my health, mp beauty, my ſtrength and my ſcience fo: to get my liuing 
honeſtly, J yeelde to thee graces and great thankes, Secondly Loꝛde J 
know the goodnes of my redemtion, how by thy miſericoꝛdious pitty thou 
bought me veerip by the affection of thy meſt pꝛetious bloud, paines, and 
toꝛments, that fo: me thou haſt ſuffered, a finally endured death, thou haſt 
giuen me thy body, thy ſoule, and thy life, foz to keepe mee from damnati- 
on, wherefoze humbly J yeeld to thee graces and great thankes. Thirdly, 
Lo2dJ know the goodnes of my vocatron, how of thy great grace thou haft 
called me againe,foz to inherit thy eternall benediction, and alſo thou haſt 
giuen vnto me faith and knowledge of thine owne ſelfe,as baptiſme,and al 
the other ſacraments, that none entendment may compꝛize their noblneſſe 
and dignitie, and that ſo many times Hath pardoned me of my uns. Lozde 
J knowthat this is to me a ſingular gift,that thou haſt not giuen to them 
which haue no knowledge of thee, whercofJ am moꝛe beholding a humbly 
bound, FJ peeld thee graces and thankes. Fourthip, Loꝛd J knowledge that 
tcou haſt giuen this woꝛld and the things that be therein made foz my ſer- 
uice and vle, the office. the benefit, and the dignity in the which J am, ſoꝛ ſix 
I beare pour ſimilitude and image, which is reputed right wozthy a noble, 
whereof humbly J peelde thee graces and thankes. Fifcly Loꝛde thou haſt 

ſuen me the ſkie and his faite oꝛnaments, Che Sunne, the Moone, and p 

arres, that the day and night ſerueth mee, giuing bꝛightnes and 

without to be recompenced by me, whereof J yeeld to thee graces a thanłs. 
Sirtly, Loꝛd J knowledge that thou haſt made Paradice ready foꝛ to giue 
me, where J ſhall liue with thee in v4 without ende, if Jdothy wil,and 
keepe thy commandements, and alſo Jknowledge thyother infinite good» 
nes each day to me done bythy bountie, the which enligneth me to knowe 
my God, mp Sauiour, and Redeemer, wherkoꝛe J humbly giue thanksco 
thee, By theſe conſiderations Shepheards and ſimple people contempleth 
the bountyof God, and the henefits that they receiue ot him. And now we 
bim, and be we not in great knowledge of his benefits, in yeelding thanks 
and pꝛailinges to him, and recompence of pour gooddes in giuing to pooꝛe 
folkesfo2 his ſake, foz ingratitude is a bilaine ſinne that much diſpleaſeth 
God.

A queſtion ofa Maiſter Shepheard to a ſimple Shepheard, to weete, 
howe he knewe himſelfe, and he ſaide, Shepheard tell me how thou kno 
weſt thyſelfe, what art thou? aniwere to mee. Ind he ſaide,Jknowe my 
ſelte, foꝛ Jama Chꝛiſtian man, a Shepheard. What is it to be a Shep⸗ 
heard 2 And he anſwered, vnto that thou aſkeft what man is, A ſaye 
that man is a ſubſtance compoſed of body andſoule, the body is moztal and 
made ofearth as beaſts be, but the ſoule is made of ſptrituall matter as an- 

els be immoꝛtall. My body is come of abhominable ſinne, and as a ſacke 

il ofdurte and filth, and meate foz wozmes, my beginning was vile, mp 
life is paine, labour, feare, and in ſubiection to death, and my end fhal- 
be wofull:but my ſoule is created of G D, nobly and woꝛthyly to his own 
image and lemblance alter the Angels, the moſt faireſt and perfect of all cre⸗ 
atures, by baptiſme and by faith is made his daughter, bis ſpouſe, his heire 
ok his realme, that is, Paradice, a foz her noblenes and dignity ought to be 
a Lady, and my body as ſeruant ought to obaꝝ her, loꝛ reaſon hath oꝛdai⸗

And who that 
keepeth it not, is a (inner and a lyer to God, and ſeruant to the diuell, and is 
no moꝛe Chꝛiſtian then a dead man, oz a painting on a wal, we ſay that is a 
man. Heere demaundeth the maiſter Shepheard in how many thinges 
the chziſtian man ought to follow Jeſus Chꝛiſt foz to accompliſh the pꝛo⸗ 
mile of Baptiſme. The ſimple Shepheardanſwereth, J ſay in ſire things, 
the firſt, in cleanneſle of conſcience, fox there is nothing moꝛe pleaſaunt to 
God then a cleane conſcience, a it wil be made cleane intwomaners,one is 
by baptiſme when we receiue it, and the other by patience, that ig. contritid 
ok heart, confeſſion of mouth, cat iſlaction of woꝛk, a then when we be clean. 
we be pleaſant to Jeſus Chꝛiſt, which with the water ol his mercy clenſeth 
the ſinners that do penance, and maketh them fatre, The ſecond thing 
in which we ought to follow Jeſus Chꝛilt, is yumility, at the exiple 1 — 
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Loꝛd of all the wozld, which Humbled him totake ourhumanitie, and be⸗ 
came moztallthat was immoꝛtall, ue in pouertie with vs,beare oppzop2t- 
ed paines, and finally ſuffer to bee crucified. Thus the Chꝛiſtian man ens 
ſuing him ought;to meefie himſelle. Che third thing is to hold and lcue 
truth, and ſpecially thꝛer truthes . Che firlt truth is to now our ſelues, foz 
we be moꝛtall and ſinfull, and who that dyeth in ſin ſhall be damned, and 
this truth withnoldeth linne. and exhoꝛteth the ſinner to do penance and a⸗ 
mend. Che ſecond truth is of tempozall goods, ſoꝛ they be tranſitoꝛie and 
mutt be left, and this truth diſpꝛayſeth them to deſire the heauenly goods 
that be eternall. C he third trueth is ol God. which is the top that all Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian men ought to deſire, a this truth dꝛaweth the chꝛiſtian man to loue, 
and induceth him to do good werks foz to merite the ioyes of Naradiſe. The 
fourth wing wherein euerie man ought to follow Jeſu Chꝛiſt, is patience 
in aduerſttit, and in — — ol lite by penance, confirming of our ſelues 
in the eftate of Jeſus Chzift, of whom the life was all in paine end pouerty 
which he endured kes vs. Theft is in compaſſion of the pooꝛe, tothe ex⸗ 
ample of Jeſus Chaift,that by his merey healed the pooze of all cozpozall in⸗ 
firmit:es,and the ſinner of al ghoftly ſicknes, and we by compaſſion ought 
to giue of our goods to pooꝛe folkk, and comt᷑ it them bodily a ghoſtly.” The

moyſt, and as the hearbes and trees of the Earth growe, ſo dooth Man in 
youth bnto xb. peares grow of body, in ſtrength, beauty, and vigoꝛ. Fozce 
is litzened vnto lummer, hot and dzy,and the body of man is in his foꝛce and 
5 5 and eutrypeth vnto rlv.yeares, Age is compared to the tyme of Yar» 
eſt, cold and dꝛy, that man leaueth oſt growing and feebleth,and thinketh 
how to gather and ſpare fo: feare of detauit and need whenas he commeth 
to ſtowpyng age, and dureth to vi. peares. Decrepyte is likened to the 
ſeaſon ol nointer, cold and humide by aboundannce of colde bumours, and 
default ol naturall heat, in which time man ſpendeth that which he had 
athered and kept in the tymepaſled, and il he haue ſpared nothing, he a⸗ 
deth pooze and naked as the Earth and Trees, and dureth vnto lxii. 
peares 02 moze. P2yme tyme is hote and moyſt, nature of apꝛe, and com⸗ 
piexton of the ſanguine. Sommer is hot and dzy, nature ol tyꝛe, and com- 
plexion of cholerike. Harueſt is cold and dzy, nature ot earth, and comple⸗ 
xion of the melancoly. u9pnter is cold and moyſt, nature of water, comple- 
xion ot᷑ the fleugmaticke: when complerion is well pꝛopoꝛtioned, it feeleth 
it ſelt better diſpoſed in the tyme ſemblable to it, then it doth in other times. 
But foꝛ that euery man is not wel complexioned, thev ought to do as ſhep» 
heards do, that is, to take regyment to keepe themſeiues after the ſegſong, 
and gouerneth them by they; enfignementsand teachings, whych they vie 
tneuery quarter of the peare tolpue the longer, wiſelper, and merriſy.

N P2yme tyme ſhepheards keepe themſelues meetely wel cloched, not 
ouer cold, noꝛ ouer hot, as wyth lynſp wolſp.doublets of Fuſtian, and 
gownes of a meetely length furred wyth lambe moſt commonly. in 
this tyme is good letting blood to auopde the euill humoꝛs that were gathe- 
red in the wynter tyme. It ſickenesdo happen in Pzyme tyme, it is uot of 
his nature, but pzoceedeth ot the humours gatyered in the wynter palled, 
Pꝛpme tyme is a temperate tyme totake medicines fo: them that be coꝛpo⸗ 
rate and full of thicke humours, to purge them. In this tyme they ought 
to eate lyght meates which do refreſh, as chickins, kids wyth veriupce.b0- 
rage, beetes, volkes ofegges, egges in moone fhyne, roches, pearches, pic- 
kerels, and al ſcaled Fyſh.Dzynke temperate wyne,beere;02 ale, ſo that they 
be not too ſtrong, ne ouerſweet:toꝛ in this tyme al[ſweete things ought not 
to be vſed, and a man ought to dee pe long onthe moming, and not on the 
day, The ſhepheards haue a general rule oz cuſtome fozait ſeaſons that g- 
uapleth much agapnſt all infyzmittes and ſickneſſes, that is, not to leeſe its 
appetite fo eating, and neuer to eate without hunger.

heir ſhirts and beets that they lie in belinnen;foz ol al eloths it is the

and they eate light meates, as cyickins wych veriutce,yong harts,rabbets, 
tectuſe,purſelane, melons, gowrdes, cucumers, peares, plumbs, and ſuch 
fiſh as are afoze named, Ind alſo they eateof meats that do refreſh. Aiſothey 
eate little and often,they bꝛeake their faſf,o2 dine in the mozning, befoze the 
ſunne artſe, and go to ſupper ere it deſcend, and they eate oftenof the aboue 
ſayde meates, and ſo wer fox to giue them an appetite. They eate but little 
ſalt meates, and refrapne them froſcratching, they dꝛinke oft freſh water 
ſodden with ſugercandy, and other refreſhing waters, and they do it alwap 
when they be thirſty, ſaue onelp at dinner and ſupper time, and then do they 
dꝛinke greene wine, ſingle beere, oꝛ ſmall ale. Alſo they keepe them 
fro onergreat trauel, oz ouerfozcing themſelues, fo: in this time is nothing 
grieuouler than chafing, In this ſeaſon they eſchew the company ol wo⸗ 
und they bathe them oft in cold water to aſſwage the heate of their bo⸗ 
ies intoꝛced by labours. Al wap they haue with them ſugarcandy, oz other 
ſugar, whereof they take litle and often, and ech day in the moꝛning they do

After that is the element offire, that is neither llambe ne coles, but is 
pure and inuiſible, foz the great bꝛigytneſſe, foꝛ ſo much as the water is 
more cleare and light then the earth, and the dire moꝛe cleare and light then 
the water, ol ſo much the fire is moze cleare, light, and fayzer then the ayze, 
and the ſkies in equtpolent bin clearer, lighter,and fatrer then the fire, the 
which turneth with the moouings ol the heauens, and the next region of 
the ayꝛe alſo,in the which is ingendered comets,the which bin called ſtars, 
fo: that they bin ſhining and mooueth as ſtarres. Alter the ſaying ol ſome 
Shepheards, the fire is inuiſtble,fot his ſubtility, and not foz his clearenes, 
fozas much as a thing is moꝛe cleare, of ſo much it is the moꝛe viſible, fox 
we ſee the ſkies well, but not the fire, los it is ouermuch moze ſubtile then 
the ayzethat is inuiſible, foz the ſame cauſe the earth a the water bin thick, 
and therfo:e they bin viſible. Che ſktes bin neither pzoperly heaup,ne light. 
hard, ne ſoft,cleare,ne darke, hot ne cold,ſweete,ne ſo wer, colour neſowne, 
neſuchotyger qualities,ſane that they bin hot in vertue, toꝛ they may cauſe 
heate here beneath by their lights, mouings and influences, and be impꝛo⸗ 
perly hard, koꝛ they may not be diuided ne bzoken. And alſo they beene im · 
poperly colours of light in ſome partes, and bin thicke, as bin the parties 
ol the ſtarres. In the which there may no ſtarre ne other party be aduled 
and put to, no: none map be diminiſhed ne taken away, and they may net- 
ther increaſe, ne ware leſle, noꝛ be of other figure then round, ne they map 
not change, ne pay2e, ne ware old, ne be coꝛrumped, ne altered, but in light 
onely, as in time ofthe eclipſe of the Sunne and Moone, ne they may not 
reſt and ſtand ſtill. ne turne any other wates, later ne ſooner, in part, ne in 
al, ne behaue them otherwiſe, then after their common courſe, dut mo mira⸗ 
cle diuine, and there loꝛe the ſtarres and ſkies beene of another nature then 
the elements a the things or them compoſed, the which bin tranſmutable 
and coꝛruptible.

ake, and theſe two circles diuideth the one and the other egally, but not 
ſtrapght. Foꝛ the zodiake croſſeth crookedly,and the places where it crolleth 
bin ſayd Equinoctials.Foꝛ to vnderſtand the Equtnectial, we ſee ſenſibly 
all the ſky turne from oꝛient into occident, and it is called the daily mouing 
ot diurnal, then ought one to imagine a ſtraight line that paſſeth thzougy - 
the middle ofthe earth, comming from the one ende of the ſky to the 
other:about the which line is made this moouing, and the two endes bin 
two poynts in the ſup that mooueth not, and bin called the Poles of the 
wozld, ot the which one is ouer vs, bythe ſtarre ot the noꝛth, that alwaieg 
appeareth vnto vs, and is the Pole Artie oz Septentrional, and the other 
is vnder the earth, al wapes hid, called the pole Antartike, oꝛ pole Auſtral, in 
the middeſt ol the which pole, in the ſirſt mobile, is the cyꝛele Equinoctiall 
egally befoze in the part, as in the other ofthe ſayde Poles a alter this cir- 
cle, is made 4 meaſured the dayly mouingofrrin.houres, that is a natural 
dap, and it is called, equinoctiall, foꝛ that when the ſun is in it, the day a the 
night been equall thzough allthe woꝛld. Che large zodiatze as ſaydis inthe 
firſt mobile, alſo it is as a gyꝛdle mannerly figured and ſet with Images of 
fianes intrapled ſubtilly and well compoſed, and ſet with fixed ſtarres, as 
ſhyning carbuncle oꝛ pꝛecious gems tul ofgreat vertue, ſet by the miſtrefle, 
right nobly adourned:in the whych zodiake be foure pꝛincipal poynts that 
diuideth them equally in foure parts. Oneis hype, called 8 ſolſticeofſummer, 
another is low. called the ſolſtice of winter, whych is when the ſun is ente⸗ 
red in Capꝛicoꝛne, then it is the ſhoꝛteſt dap of winter, and men cal it equi⸗ 
noctiali of harueſt that the ſunne entereth in Libza, in the moneth ol 
September. And the other is called equinoctiall of pꝛimetime that the 
ſunne entereth in Lries in the moneth ol Marcy. The whych foure parts 
diuided each in iii. equal parts matzeth twelue parts. that be called ſigneg, 
named Aries, Taurus, Gemini, Cancer, Leo, Uirgo, Libꝛa, Scoꝛpio, Sa- 
gittarius Capzicoznus, Aquarius, and Piſces, Aries beginneth in the E⸗ 
quinoctiail,and eroſſeth the zodiake, and when the ſunne is there, it begin» 
neth to decline, that is to ſap, appꝛoching Septentrion, and towarde vs it 
ertendeth to the oꝛient. Chen is Taurus ſecond, Gemini the thyꝛd, and ſo 
of other as the ſigure hereatter ſheweth.

called enych, and when the ſunne is come ouer from Oꝛient vnto that 
circle, it is midday,and theretoꝛe it is called Meridian, and the halle of tha 
circle is ouer the earth, and the other vnder it, that paſſeth by the poynt o 
midnight, directip oppoſite to Jenych, and when the ſunne toucheth the 
part ot the circle, it is midnight, and it a man go toward oztent oꝛ occident, 
he hath new Meridian, and therefoze it is ſooner midday to them that be 
to warde Oztent, then to other: ita man ſtand ſtill, his meridian is one ſtil, 
02 if he goto warde midday oz ſeptentrion, but il hee ſtirre hee hath other 
Zenych, and theſe two circles croſſeth directly : oꝛiʒon is a great circle that 
diuideth the part ol the ſkye that we ſee, from that wee ſee not. And Dhep- 
beards ſap, that ii a man were in a plaine country, be ſhould ſee tuſtip 
halte ot the ſky , which they cal their emifphery,that is to ſaychalt ſpheate, 
and ozfſon is ioyning nigh to the earth, ol the which oꝛiſon the entrie ts the 
middle, and is the place in the which we bin: thus tach is alwayes in the 
midſt of his oꝛyſon, and zenich is the pole, as a mi tranſpoztethhim from 
one place to another, he is in the other places againſt theſky, a hath other 
zenych and other oziſon, all oziſon is right other oblike. They haue right 
oziſon that abideth vnder the Equinoctiall, and haue thetic ʒenych in the 
equinoctiall, foz their ozyſon interſequeth and diuideth the equinoctiall, 
euen by che twoo — the wozld, in ſuch wile, that none ofthe poles ol 
þ wozld ts raiſed aboue thetr oꝛiſõ, ne depꝛiued vnder it, but theythat habite 
otherwhere then vnder the equinocttall, haue theyꝛ oꝛiſon oblitie,foz their 
oꝛpſon followeth and diuideth the Equinoctial ſide wap, and not right, and 
there appeareth to them of all times, one of the poles ot the woꝛld, rapſed 
aboue they: oꝛiſon, and the other veen euer hidde, ſo that they ſee them not; 
moꝛe oꝛ leſſe after diuers habitations, and after that they bee of farneſſe 
from the Equtnoctiall, and the moꝛe that the one pole ts raiſed, the moze is 
the oꝛiſon oblike, and the other pole depꝛiued, and is to wit, that there is as 
much diſtance from the oꝛiſon to the pole, as is from the zenich tothe E- 
quinoctiall, and that ʒenych is the fourth part ot Meridian, oꝛ the middelt 
ofthe bow dyurnall, of the which the twoo endes bee on the oꝛplon. And 
alſo that of the pole vnto the Equinoctiall, is the fourth part of all 
roundneſſe ot the ſkyes, and alſo ofthe Meridian circle, fith it paſſectj by 
the poles, and croſleth the Equinoctiali directly.

Cwo great circles bin on the ſuye, named colours, that dinideth the ſkies 
in foure egall parts, and croſſeth their ſelfe directly, the one paſleth by the 
poles of the woꝛld, and by the two ſolſtices, and the other by the poles alſo, 
and by the two equinoctials. The firſt ſmall circle is called the circle Ar- 
tike, becauſe of the pole 3odtabe about the pole Artike, and his like is to his 
oppoſite, named the circle Antartine. The other two bee named Cro- 
pikes, the one of ſummer, and the other of winter Che Tropike ofſum- 
mer is cauſe ofthe ſolſtice oĩſummer,. beginning ol Cancer, and the Cropike 
of winter ofthe ſolſtice of winter, beginning ol Capzicozne, and bin egally 
diſtant one circle from the other. Here ought to be noted that the diſtances 
ol the pole artike, to the circle artike, and the diſtance ol the tropike ol ſums 
mer to the equinoctial, and that ol the equinoctial to the tropike of winter, 
and from the circle antartike to the pole antartike, are tuft egal, each of xxii 
degrees and an halt, oꝛ therabout, then the diſtance from the equ noctial to 
the tropike of ſummer, and from the circle artike to the pole, make togither 
xlvii.degrees. The which talie away of the quarter betweene the pole and 
the equinoctiall, whereas bin lrxxr.degrees, ſaue that there abideth xliii. 
that bin the diſtance betweene the tropike of winter, and the circle antar- 
tike,and theſe circles beene ſapde little, foz they bee not ſo great as tbe o- 
ther,neuertheleſſe they bin diuided each by ccc. lx. deg rees as the greateſt.

Ozpꝛon 
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S hypflon andemiſperp differed, koꝛ oꝛiſon is the circle that diuideth 
the part of the ſky that we ſee, from that vnder the earth that we 
ſee not. Alſo ozifon is a circle that mooueth not, but as we moue 
— from one place to another, but emiſpery turneth contmually,foz 
one part riſeth and mounteth ouer ozyſon, a the other partreſconfethand 
entereth vnder it: thus oz1lon riſeth ne reſconceth. Meridiã allo riſeth not, 
ne reſconceth.Equinoctial is the diurnal circle, that riſeth a reſconceth re- 
gularlp, as much in one houre as in another, and all inrritit.houres : Jo⸗ 
diane the large circle and oblike, whereon the ſignes been, riſeth and reſcon- 
cethalon a dap naturall, but not regularip, fo2 it riſeth moꝛe in one houre 
then in another, ſoꝛ that is euer ouer our oxifon ig obline, and diuideth — 
zodiake in cwo partg, whereol one is euer ouer our oꝛiſon, and the other vn⸗ 
derneath. Thus halte ox the ſignes riſeth ouer our oꝛiſon euery dap artifici- 
ctall,ve it ſhoꝛt oꝛ long, and the ocher halte by night, wherefozc it behooueth 
that in. che dapes that ve ſhoꝛtet then the nights, the ſignes riſeth ſooner, ⁊ 
in long dayes moꝛe at leyſure, and thus the zodiake riſeth not regulerly in 
theſe parts as the equinocitall, but there is double variation. toꝛ halt ot the 
zodiane, that is from the beginning ot Aries vnto the end ot Uirgo, altogt- 
ther tabeth as much time in rifing, as halle the equinoctiall that is byi 
andthey begin to riſe in a moment, a end in a moment alto. But this half 
ol the zodiake riſeth ſooner in the beginning, and this halte or the quinoeti⸗ 
all moꝛe at leyſure, and this is called their obliquement.Alſo the ocher half 
of the zodiane, that is from the veginning ot LTibꝛa vnto the end ol Piſces, 
and halte ol the Equinocttall that is by it beginneth and loueth to riſe toge · 
ther, but the equinoctiall in that part in the beginning riſeth ſooner,s the 
3odtake moꝛe at leyſure, and this is called riſing directly. And whether that 
ryſeth ſooner , the equinoctiall oz the 30dtake, vet alwaies theyendtogt- 
ther. Example ofthe two moouings atoꝛeſapd, agiftwo men went rom 
London to Windſoꝛe, and departed both togither, and that at the begin 
ning the one go faſt and the other ſoftly, he that goeth kaſt ſhould be ſooner 
in the mid wap then the other, but il he that went taſt to the mid wap goſoft- 
ip and the other kaſt, they ſhall be both at once in indſoꝛe. Alſo the halfe ol 
the 5odiake from the beginning to Cancer vntothe end ol Sagittary, in ri 
ling beareth moze then halte the Equinoctiall, ſothat this halte riſeth all 
right, andthe other halte of the zodiake riſeth oblinelp.

the circuite ofthe earth, a to him the pole ſhuld be leſſe raiſed by one degree, 
oꝛto the contrary, till it were moze ratſed ofone degree.then be ſhould paſſe 
one degree ol the cirtuite ofthe earth, of the which al the degrees together 
bin ccc.ix. Ind one degree ofthe earth containeth xiii. leagues and a halte, 
oꝛ thereabout, and euerie league is two mile. And as the ſphere of the ſkte 
is diulded by the foure leſſe circles ftue parties called ones, ſo the earth is 
diuided into fiue regions, whereol the tirſt is betweene the pole artike and 
the circle artike. Che ſecond is bet weene the circle artine, and the tropike of 
ſummer. Che third is betweene the tropike ol ſummer and the tropike of 
winter. The fourth is betweene the tropike ol winter, and the circle antar · 
tine. Che fift bet weene the circle antartike and the pole antartike. Ok the 
which parts ot the earth ſome ſhepheards ſay that the firſt and the fift bin 
——— fo: theyꝛ ouer great coldneſſe, ſoꝛ they bin too far from the ſun. 
ze thyꝛd that is in the middle. is too neare vnder the way of the ſun, and 
is inhabitable foꝛ the great heate. Che other two parts, the ſecond and the 
fourth, de neither too neare ne too far from the ſunne, but be moderate in 
heate and cold, and the reloꝛe they bin habitable if there be no other letting: 
and poſe that it be true, vet it is not poſſible to paſſe ouertij wart the region 
vnder the way ol the ſunne called zone, turned to go (rom the ſecond to the 
fourth. Foꝛ ſome ſhepheards would haue paſſed that would haue ſhewed it, 
whereſoꝛe they ſap that there is no Region habited but the ſecond, wherein 
we and al other bin.

whenthey ſee the two poles,and the ſunne paſleth twiſe a yeare ouer them, 
that is, when it palſeth bythe equtnocttals.
